light work they do not need nearly 
the feed requirement as a horse that 
is working hard. There is no need to 
continue feeding a high energy diet 
to an idle horse that is in good ade- 
quate body condition. 

Abrupt changes in activity and/or 
dict increase the chance of injury 
and illness in a horse. Horse owners 
should back the horse down gradual- 
ly from hard work until winter turn- 
out. Generally the more fit the horse 
is the more gradual the let down 
should be. 

Be careful! Once you have idled 
the horse down" you can’t suddenly 
expect the horse to perform at his 
peak at say a team penning or 
cutting horse event without first get- 
ting the horse back into shape. 

To let the horse down, decrease 
the horse’s grain ration and increase 
its forage or hay ration over a period 


of several weeks. At the same time 


gradually increase the horse’s pas- 
ture turnout time. If a horse is ex- 
tremely fit or fat, these horses may 
need to be turned out in a small pen 
or paddock. It may be a round pen or 
a small riding arena and this should 
be done for several weeks before in- 
troducing them to a large pasture. 
The reason for this is to prevent inju- 
ries and over-heating which might 
occur if the horse was allowed to run 
at will in a large pasture. Another 
reason is that in a smaller area the 
horse owner can better monitor the - 
horse’s activity level and intervene if 
the horse is getting too rowdy or too 
hot. You have to remember that it is 
in a horse’s nature to mun and many 
times they will take off and run and 
won't back off before they hurt 
themselves. 

Other things that need to be done 
to winter an idle horse: check and re- 
pair fencing; check pastures for dan- 
gerous conditions such as low tree 
branches, broken glass and holes. 
Remember to do this before turning 
the horses out. 

Horses should receive their fall 
booster shots for eastern and westem 
sleeping sickness. We generally rec- 
ommend a spring and fall booster for 
encephalomyelitis. You should talk 
to your veterinarian because they 
may also recommend a rabies vacci- 
nation for horses that are turned out. 
Brood mares should receive an 
equine viral rhinopneumonitis vac- 
cine at five, seven and nine months 
of gestation. This is a viral abortion 
shot. 

If your horse can go without 
shoes, pull shoes and trim the 
horse’s feet during the fall period. 
Remember to check the horse’s feet 
regularly and trim the horse’s feet as 
needed during the winter. 

A horse’s teeth should be checked 
in the fall, Look at the molars for 
sharp points which can cut the 
cheeks or tongue and float the 
horse’s teeth to rasp off these sharp 
points if needed. 

Continue to deworm the horse on 
a regular basis. My suggestion is 
every other month, Here again, you 
may want to talk to your veterinarian 
and get their opinion, Make sure you 
use a deworming compound that 
kills BOTS during late fall and early 
winter, 

Make sure the horse has a readily 
available source of clean water and 
make sure the horse is drinking wa- 
ter during sudden onset of cold 
weather, Many times horses will de- 
crease their water consumption dur- 
ing colder weather and combined 
with a high forage diet this can lead 
to impaction colic, 

Give horses enough energy so 
they can build a slight cover of body 
fat before cold weather, A thin cover 
of body fat helps horses stay warm 
during cold weather, Most mature 
horses at rest will build an adequate 
fat cover on good pasture alone, 
However, young horses, lactating 
mares, or horses in a thin condition 
may need extra energy. This can be 
done by providing a heightened 
grain ration to build up body fat be- 
fore winter, One good combination 
is to mix a good quality bagged 
horse feed fifty fifty with oats, 

If pregnant mares are grazing fun- 
gus infected fescue pastures (which I 
doubt we have around this area) you 
should make plans now to remove 


them from the fescue during their 
last imester of pregnancy. If preg- 
nant mares in their last trimester 
raze fescue that is infected with a 
fungus they can have foaling prob- 
ems.

Good nutrition 


can lead to 
good health 


Almost all of us these days are 
more conscious of our good health. 
Making positive choices in your dict 
every day promotes good nutrition 
and good health. There are some rel- 
atively easy ways for you to eat a 
healthy diet. 

First, eat a variety of foods. No 
one kind of food provides all the nu- 
trients a person needs. It’s important 
to eat a wide variety of foods each 


day such as fruits and vegetables, 


whole cereals, lean meats, skinless 
poultry, fish, dry peas and beans, 
and low-fat dairy products. 

You should maintain a desirable 
weight. Being very overweight or 
obese is a risk factor for many dis- 
eases. Heart disease, high blood 
pressure, diabetes and some types of 
cancers are some diseases where 
obesity has been identified as a risk 
factor. 

Try to avoid fat, saturated fat, and 
cholesterol. A diet low in total fat 
may reduce the risk for cancers of 
the breast, prostate, colon and rec- 
tum. This type of diet will probably 
be low in saturated fat and choleste- 
rol, and it may also reduce the risk 
of heart disease. 

Eat more foods that contain starch 
and fiber. Most of us eat a diet that is 
low in both starch and fiber. Health 
experts recommend we increase the 
amounts of starch and fiber in our 
diets by eating more fruits, vegeta- 
bles, potatoes, whole grain breads 
and cereals, and peas and beans. 
Some research indicates a Giet high 
in fiber may reduce the risk of colon 
and rectal cancer. 

Try to limit your sugar intake. A 
diet high in sugar promotes tooth de- 
cay. Sugary foods are also often high 
in fat and calories and low in vita- 
mins and minerals. 

Also try to limit your sodium in- 
take. Too much sodium in your diet 
may contribute to high blood pres- 
sure, especially for those people with 
a family history of high blood pres- 
sure. 

If you drink alcoholic beverages, 
do so in moderation. Drinking too 
much can lead to health problems. 
Alcoholic drinks are high in calories 
and low in vitamins and minerals.

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COUNCIL SAYS NO TO DISTRICT ATTORNEY'S DEMAND FOR DRUG MONEY

The Elba City Council unan- 
imously adopted a two million dollar 
budget for the 1994-95 fiscal year 
during the Monday night meeting. 

The budget was modified slightly 
from the original proposal presented 
to the council members several 
weeks ago. The changes were to al- 
low a line item of $136,880 to repay 
short term borrowed funds due dur- 
ing the year. This includes loans 
from the two local banks. 

Adjustments made include adding 
in $51,850 of income from FEMA 
funding. 

Also included was several budget 
cuts. $1500 to the Coffee County 
Arts Alliance and $1200 to the Cof- 
fee County Health Department were 
eliminated. 

The Rescue Squad appropriation 
was dropped from $4,000 to $2,000. 

Fire Department salaries for the 
next year had been estimated at 
$60,000. This was reduced to 
$40,000. 

Police Department salaries were 
reduced $5,000 by eliminating the 
$25.00 monthly hazardous duty pay 
local police officers have received 
since December 1986. Police De- 
partment repair and * mairitenance 
was reduced from $2,000 to $1,000. 
Mayor Ricky Haywood explained 
the department had recently com- 
pleted extensive renovation of the 
upstairs and didn’t expect much 
need for repairs during the coming 
year. 

The Recreation Department sal- 
aries were reduced from $65,000 to 
$45,000. 

The above cuts in the written bud- 
get allowed for the repayment of the 
borrowed money. 

There was some discussion of 
cutting the $27.50 of police uniform 
cleaning allowance. However Assist- 
ant Chief Maxwell Hooks noted they 
were planning to buy a limited num- 
ber of additional uniforms and the al- 
lowance was needed to assure the 
existing uniforms were well main- 
tained. 

Police Chief Jack Parker is on 
medical leave but addressed the City 
Council on an ongoing dispute with 
the District Attorney Joel Folmar’s 
office. 

Parker explained that the DA was 
demanding Elba tum over to the 
Drug Task Force the money received 
from DEA for Officer L. C. Cook’s 
assistance in Trooper R. W. Whit- 
worth’s 1993 half million dollar 
drug bust. 

Parker pointed out that no Drug 
Task Force people were used in the 
action. He also explained that Elba 
got part of the money because he 
filed the necessary paperwork with 
the Justice Department, and the 
DA’s office could have done the 
same thing. 

The Justice Department form, 
DAG-71, which Parker filed re- 


questing part of the $511,780 found 
in the mattress in the back of a rental 
truck, spells out what the funds will 
be used for. 

It listed vehicles, pistols, radios, 
bullet proof vests, and other police 
equipment. 

Parker explained that this use had 
been approved by the Justice De- 
partment and any other use would be 
in violation of the agreement with 
the U. S. Justice Department. 

A letter which accompanied the 
check for $33,954.91 and signed by 
U. §. Attorney Redding Pitt 
read, “These funds must be used for 
the law enforcement purposes stated 
in your Application for Transfer of 
Federally Forfeited Property...” It 
also stressed that these funds must 
increase and not supplant appropri- 
ated operating budget. 

Parker also presented an opposing 
opinion from an attorney with the 
Alabama League of Municipalities 
which suggested that in his opinion 
the City must turn over the money to 
the Drug Task Force. 

Attorney Joseph Kettler noted the 
agreement with the task force was 
“poorly written” but he felt it was 
binding. 

Parker said that in talking with 
him personally, Kettler has said the 
money belonged to the City. 

Parker closed by saying, “This is 
our money and let's keep it.” 

Council members expressed opin- 


_ ions that the money belonged to Elba 


and the council later approved buy- 
ing two new police cars with 
$26,328.00 of the money. 

The 1994 Fords will be purchased 
from Long Lewis Ford, the lone bid- 
der for these two new vehicles. 

Council member Bill Brunson ab- 
stained from voting on the purchase, 
expressing concern over spending 
the money and later having some au- 
thority say they must turn it over to 
the drug task force. 

Mayor Haywood read a letter re- 
ceived from Opp Mayor Tony 
Moore. The letter, addresed to Police 
Chief Jack Parker, was commending 
Assistant Chief Maxwell Hooks for 
his assistance following the recent 
murder of Mr. John D. Wilson. The 
letter read that, “Mr. Hooks played 
an essential part in the investigation 
from the beginning to the final ar- 
rest...and he conducted himself in a 
highly professional manner.” 

The council voted unanimously to 
make permanent, after a six month 
trial, the teenage curfew ordinance. 
Police Chief Parker and Assistant 
Chief Maxwell Hooks had pre- 
viously testified that this was an ef- 
fective tool for law enforcement. 

They also gave approval for a 
cost of living raise in retirement pay 
for retired city employees. Mayor 
Haywood had recommended approv- 
al of this action for retired former 
workers, The cost to the city will be 
an estimated $218.12 per month. 

A $70,000 six month demand

FY-95 BUDGET SHOWS INCREASE OF $1.3 MILLION OVER LAST YEAR'S 


Coffee County Commission approves $8.6 million budget

Cities and towns within Coffee 
County will be allowed to continue 
dumping in the landfill at the present 


In Monday’s lengthy meeting of rate - $17 per ton. 


the Coffee County Commission, the 
discussion centered around the bud- 
get for the fiscal year 1994-95, 

Commissioners also talked about 
the roads, landfill, awarded bids on 
several items and handled some rou- 
tine business. 

At first, members of the commis- 
sion balked on approving the more 
than $8.6 million 1994-95 budget, 
Bue later in the meeting it was adopt- 


Commissioner Bill Faulk ques- 
tioned why two items - funds for a 
new building for Mapping & Apprai- 
sal and radios for the two county 
coroners - were not included in the 
new budget. 

Several months ago, Revenue 
Commissioner Ronnie Burns came 
before the commission requesting a 
building to house valuable mapping 
& appraisal records and equipment. 
He was told that this was not possi- 
ble at the time due to the fact that “it 
was not in the budget.” 

Faulk suggested that $40,000 - an 
estimated figure supplied by Burns - 
be included in the new budget since 
the commission agreed that the facil- 
ity was needed to house the records. 

The records are presently being 
stored in the Farm Center (arena 
building), Faulk contends that not 
only would a new facility be a better 
place to store records, but that in the 
long run it would be cheaper. 

Relative to the other item in ques- 
tion, Faulk suggested that funding be 
included in the budget for police ra- 
dios for the two county coroners, 

After delaying the vote on the 
budget for a short time, the commis- 
sioners, after a lengthy discussion of 
the two items, later conditionally 
gave its approval. 

The two items were not included 
as budget items; however, commis- 
sioners agreed to provide funds for a 
mapping & appraisal storage facility 
when funds become available, 

On providing radios for the two 
coroners, the mater is to be looked 
into further, 

The new budget included an al- 
most 5 percent increase in salaries 
for county employees, Half of the in- 
crease is a cost-of-living raise while 
the remainder is a merit raise, All 
employees will receive the cost-of- 
living raise, but not all will get a 
merit increase, 

The two big items in the FY 
1994-95 budget were the General 
Fund at $2.99 million and the Land- 
fill Fund at $2.41 million, 

A recommendation by the landfill 
committee to increase tipping fees at 
the landfill were approved by the 
commission, 

The tipping fee for all contrac- 
tors, except those in Coffee County, 
will increase from $17 per ton to 
$17,27 per ton, 

Non-contractual rates for out-of- 
county users of the landfill will in- 
crease from $22 per ton to $23.50. 


The minimum fee for individuals 
(in-county) using the landfill was 
lowered from $4 to $2.50 on garbage 
weighing in at less than a ton. 

All new rates will become effec- 
tive on October 1, 1994. 

Two county residents addressed 
the commission on “road problems” 
- one with s rs and one concerm- 
ing road maintenance. 

Marge Farmer presented the com- 
missioners with a petition signed by 
the residents living in the 200 block 
of Yellowleaf Drive in Enterprise. 

Ms. Farmer requested that “speed 
bumps” be installed on the street. 

“We have 31 minor children in 
the 200 block of Yellowleaf Drive 
alone,” said Farmer. “Speeders are 
creating a danger. We want the 
speed limit [25 m.p.h.] obeyed!” 

Both County Engineer Mark Pool 
and County Attorney Kenneth Fuller 
explained to Ms, Farmer and mem- 
bers of the commission that the in- 
stallation of “speed bumps” would 
not be possible. 

Pool stated that “speed bumps” 
are not approved traffic control de- 
vices and are not included in the 
state’s Uniform Traffic Control De- 
vices manual. 

According to Fuller, “there is a 
question of liability concerning 
‘speed bumps’ and the installation of 
such devices could cause problems.” 

After a short discussion, Commis- 
sion Chairman Lawrence Creel as- 
sured Ms, Farmer that police (the 
area is within the police jurisdiction 
of the City of Enterprise) would be 
contacted and a request for more 
speeding enforcement would be 
made. 


Mike Estes questioned why Co. 
Rd. 731 was not being maintained 
(graded) all the way to the end of the 
road. 

Pool explained that the road was 
being graded - according to the mo- 
tor grader operator - the same as it 
has been for the past 20 years. 

During the discussion, it was de- 
termined that a problem existed be- 
tween Mr, Estes and a neighbor that 
in no way concerned the commis- 
sion. No further action concerning 
the road was taken by the commis- 
sioners. 

Several bids were awarded during 
the commission meeting. F & W 
Construction Company of Ozark was 
the low bidder on the installation of 
a one-span pre-cast concrete bridge. 
Their bid was $21,000.00. 

Receiving the contract to supply 
the county highway department with 
crushed stone was Southeast Materi- 
als of Birmingham. 

The commission elected to go 
with state bid prices on primer and 
CRS-2 emulsified asphalt. Those 
prices are .6695¢ per gallon and 
4091¢ per gallon, respectively. 

Choctaw Incorporated was low 
bidder at $20,024 per panel on sup- 
plying the count with pre-cast con- 
crete panels. 

The bid for seeding/fertilizing/ 
spreading was awarded to Coffee 
County Co-Op in Elba and The Farm 
Store in New Brockton. 

In the general business session of 
the meeting, Commissioner Bermest 
Brooks commented that Coffee 
County should look into the possibil- 
ity of becoming more competitive in 
employees salaries and wages. 

“We are providing an employce 
training facility or proving ground 
for other businesses and the sur- 
rounding counties,” stated Brooks.

Coffee County peanut harvest underway

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come out all right. Any longer than 
four days will kill a peanut plant 
Not many farmers can say that they 
have water skied in their own peanut 
field, but this year some have. 

The wet summer caused a lot of 
root diseases. Therefore, our peanut 
yicld is low. One farmer told me he 
had one ficld that yiclded 1,500 


pounds per acre and the next field 50 
feet away yielded 3,500 pounds per 
acre. He planted the peanuts at the 
same time and used the same man- 
agement practices on both fields. 
The only difference was the soil 
type. The low-yielding ficld was a 
very soggy type of land that held wa- 
ter whereas the high yield was on 
sandy, well-drained soil. This year’s 
wet weather has caused some major

Considering the rough weather 
we have had, the quakty of our pea- 
nuts looks pretty good. The peanuts 
themselves are a little bigger, they 
are more uniformly maturing, and 
therefore have a higher grade.

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light work they do not need nearly 
the feed requirement as a horse that 
is working hard. There is no need to 
continue feeding a high energy diet 
to an idle horse that is in good ade- 
quate body condition. 

Abrupt changes in activity and/or 
diet increase the chance of injury 
and illness in a horse. Horse owners 
should back thie horse down gradual- 
ly from hard work until winter turn- 
out. Generally the more fit the horse 
is the more gradual the let down 
should be. 

Be careful! Once you have idled 
the horse down you can’t suddenly 
expect the horse to perform at his 
peak at say a team penning or 
cutting horse event without first get- 
ting the horse back into shape. 

To let the horse down, decrease 
the horse’s grain ration and increase 
its forage or hay ration over a period 
of several weeks. At the same time 
gradually increase the horse’s pas- 
ture turnout time. If a horse is ex- 
tremely fit or fat, these horses may 
need to be turned out in a small pen 
or paddock. It may be a round pen or 
a small riding arena and this should 
be done for several weeks before in- 
traducing them to a large pasture. 
The reason for this is to prevent inju- 
ries and over-heating which might 
occur if the horse was allowed to run 
at will in a large pasture. Another 
reason is that in a smaller area the 
horse owner can better monitor the 
horse’s activity level and intervene if 
the horse is getting too rowdy or too 
hot. You have to remember that it is 
in a horse’s nature to run and many 
times they will take off and run and 
won't back off before they hurt 
themselves. 

Other things that need to be done 
to winter an idle horse: check and re- 
pair fencing; check pastures for dan- 
gerous conditions such as low tree 
branches, broken glass and holes. 
Remember to do this before turning 
the horses out. 

Horses should receive their fall 
booster shots for eastern and western 
sleeping sickness. We generally rec- 
ommend a spring and fall booster for 
encephalomyelitis. You should talk 
to your veterinarian because they 
may also recommend a rabies vacci- 
nation for horses that are turned out. 
Brood mares should receive an 
equine viral rhinopneumonitis vac- 
cine at five, seven and nine months 
of gestation. This is a viral abortion 
shot. 

If your horse can go without 
shoes, pull shoes and trim the 
horse’s feet during the fall period, 
Remember to check the horse’s feet 
regularly and trim the horse’s feet as 
needed during the winter. 

A horse’s teeth should be checked 
in the fall. Look at the molars for 
sharp points which can cut the 
cheeks. or tongue and float the 
horse’s teeth to rasp off these sharp 
points if needed. 

Continue to deworm the horse on 
a regular basis. My suggestion is 
every other month. Here again, you 
may want to talk to your veterinarian 
and get their opinion. Make sure you 
use a deworming compound that 
kills BOTS during late fall and early 
winter, 

Make sure the horse has a readily 
available source of clean water and 
make sure the horse is drinking wa- 
ter during sudden onset of cold 
weather, Many times horses will de- 
crease their water consumption dur- 
ing colder weather and combined 
with a high forage diet this can lead 
to impaction colic. 

Give horses enough energy so 
they can build a slight cover of body 
fat before cold weather, A thin cover 
of body fat helps horses stay warm 
during cold weather. Most mature 
horses at rest will build an adequate 
fat cover on good pasture alone, 
However, young horses, lactating 
mares, or horses in a thin condition 
may need extra energy. This can be 
done by providing a_ heightened 
grain ration to build up body fat be- 
fore winter. One good combination 
is to mix a good quality bagged 
horse feed fifty fifty with oats, 

If pregnant mares are grazing fun- 
gus infected fescue pastures (which | 
doubt we have around this area) you 
should make plans now to remove 


them from the fescue during their 
last trimester of pregnancy. If preg- 
nant mares in their last trimester 
raze fescue that is infected with a 
fungus they can have foaling prob- 
ems.

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FmHA loan funds avaliable

Farmers Hom Administration 
(FmHA) has money available for use 
by young people in rural communi- 
ties through its Youth Operating 
Loan Programs. To be eligible for 
the Youth Operating Loan Program, 
an applicant must be sponsored by 
an organization such as a 4-H Club, 
Future Homemakers of America, or 
Future Farmers of America and the 
applicant’s parent(s) wv guardian 
must agree to be supportive. 

Loans can be made to rural youth 
between the ages of 10 and 20 for 
projects such as show calves, lawn 
care/landscaping service, sewing, or 
similar projects typically sponsored 
through 4-H, FHA, and FFA, Loans 
are often limited to around $1,000, 
but may go up to $5,000.

Good nutrition 
can lead to 
good health 


Almost all of us these days are 
more conscious of our good health. 
Making positive choices in your diet 
every day promotes good nutrition 
and good health. There are some rel- 
atively easy ways for you to eat a 
healthy diet. 

First, eat a variety of foods. No 
one kind of food provides all the nu- 
trients a person needs. It’s important 
to eat a wide variety of foods each 


day such as fruits and vegetables, , 


whole cereals, lean meats, skinless 
poultry, fish, dry peas and beans, 
and low-fat dairy products. 

You should maintain a desirable 
weight. Being very overweight or 
obese is a risk factor for many dis- 
eases. Heart disease, high blood 
pressure, diabetes and some types of 
cancers are some diseases where 
obesity, has been identified as a risk 
factor. 

Try to avoid fat, saturated fat, and 
cholesterol. A diet low in total fat 
may reduce the risk for cancers of 
the breast, prostate, colon and rec- 
tum. This type of diet will probably 
be low in saturated fat and choleste- 
rol, and it may also reduce the risk 
of heart disease. 

Eat more foods that contain starch 
and fiber, Most of us eat a diet that is 
low in both starch and fiber. Health 
experts recommend we increase the 
amounts of starch and fiber in our 
diets by eating more fruits, vegeta- 
bles, potatoes, whole grain breads 
and cereals, and peas and beans. 
Some research indicates a diet high 
in fiber may reduce the risk of colon 
and fectal cancer. 

Try to limit your sugar intake. A 
diet high in sugar promotes tooth de- 
cay. Sugary foods are also often high 
in fat and calories and low in vita- 
mins and minerals. 

Also try to limit your sodium in- 
take. Too much sodium in your diet 
may contribute to high blood pres- 
sure, especially for those people with 
a family history of high blood pres- 
sure, 

If you drink alcoholic beverages, 
do so in moderation. Drinking too 
much can lead to health problems.

Elba City Council adopts $2 000,000.00 budget

The Elba City Council unan- 
imously adopted a two million dollar 
budget for the 1994-95 fiscal year 
during the Monday night meeting. 

The budget was modified slightly 
from the original proposal presented 
to the council members several 
wecks ago. The changes were to al- 
low a line item of $136,880 to repay 
short term borrowed funds due dur- 
ing the year. This includes loans 
from the two local banks. 

Adjustments made include adding 
in $51,850 of income from FEMA 
funding. 

Also included was several budget 
cuts. $1500 to the Coffee County 
Arts Alliance and $1200 to the Cof- 
fee County Health Department were 
eliminated. 

The Rescue Squad appropriation 
was dropped from $4,000 to $2,000. 

Fire Department salaries for the 
next year had been estimated at 
$60,000. This was reduced to 
$40,000. 

Police Department salaries were 
reduced $5,000 by eliminating the 
$25.00 monthly hazardous duty pay 
local police officers have received 
since December 1986. Police De- 
partment repair and ° mainienance 
was reduced from $2,000 to $1,000. 
Mayor Ricky Haywood explained 
the department had recently com- 
pleted extensive renovation of the 
upstairs and didn’t expect much 
need for repairs during the coming 


ear. 

The Recreation Department sal- 
aries were reduced from $65,000 to 
$45,000. 

The above cuts in the written bud- 
get allowed for the repayment of the 
borrowed money. 

There was some discussion of 
cutting the $27.50 of police uniform 
cleaning allowance. However Assist- 
ant Chief Maxwell Hooks noted they 
were planning to buy a limited num- 
ber of additional uniforms and the al- 
lowance was needed to assure the 
existing uniforms were well main- 
tained. 

Police Chief Jack Parker is on 
medical leave but addressed the City 
Council on an ongoing dispute with 
the District Attorney Joel Folmar’s 
office. 

Parker explained that the DA was 
demanding Elba tum over to the 
Drug Task Force the money received 
from DEA for Officer L. C. Cook’s 
assistance in Trooper R. W. Whit- 
worth’s 1993 half million dollar 
drug bust. 

Parker pointed out that no Drug 
Task Force people were used in the 
action. He also explained that Elva 
got part of the money because he 
filed the necessary paperwork with 
the Justice Department, and the 
DA's office could have done the 
same thing. 

The Justice Department form, 
DAG-71, which Parker filed re- 


questing part of the $511,780 found 
in the mattress in the back of a rental 
truck, spells out what the funds will 
be used for. 

It listed vehicles, pistols, radios, 
bullet proof vests, and other police 
equipment, 

Parker explained that this use had 
been approved by the Justice De- 
partment and any other use would be 
in violation of the agreement with 
the U. S. Justice Department. 

A letter which accompanied the 
check for $33,954.91 and signed by 
U. §. Attorney Redding Pitt 
read, “These funds must be used for 
the law enforcement purposes stated 
in your Application for Transfer of 
Federally Forfeited Property...” \t 
also stressed that these funds must 
increase and not supplant appropri- 
ated operating budget. 

Parker also presented an opposing 
opinion from an attorney with the 
Alabama League of Municipalities 
which suggested that in his opinion 
the City must turn over the money to 
the Drug Task Force. 

Attorney Joseph Kettler noted the 
agreement with the task force was 
“poorly written” but he felt it was 
binding. 

Parker said that in talking with 
him personally, Kettler has said the 
money belonged to the City. 

Parker closed by saying, “This is 
our money and let's keep it.” 

Council members expressed opin- 
ions that the money belonged to Elba 
and the council later approved buy- 
ing two new police cars with 
$26,328.00 of the money. 

The 1994 Fords will be purchased 
from Long Lewis Ford, the lone bid- 
der for these two new vehicles. 

Council member Bill Brunson ab- 
stained from voting on the purchase, 
expressing concern over spending 
the money and later having some au- 
thority say they must turn it over to 
the drug task force. 

Mayor Haywood read a letter re- 
ceived from Opp Mayor Tony 
Moore. The letter, addresed to Police 
Chief Jack Parker, was commending 
Assistant Chief Maxwell Hooks for 
his assistance following the recent 
murder of Mr. John D. Wilson. The 
letter read that, “Mr. Hooks played 
an essential part in the investigation 
from the beginning to the final ar- 
rest...and he conducted himself in a 
highly professional manner.” 

The council voted unanimously to 
make permanent, after a six month 
trial, the teenage curfew ordinance. 
Police Chief Parker and Assistant 
Chief Maxwell Hooks had _pre- 
viously testified that this was an ef- 
fective tool for law enforcement. 

They also gave approval for a 
cost of living raise in retirement pay 
for retired city employees. Mayor 
Haywood had recommended approv- 
al of this action for retired former 
workers, The cost to the city will be 
an estimated $218.12 per month, 

A $70,000 six month demand 
note at SouthTrust Bank was “rolled

FY-95 BUDGET SHOWS INCREASE OF $1.3 MILLION OVER LAST YEAR'S 


Coffee County Commission approves $8.6 million budget

Cities and towns within Coffee 
County will be allowed to continue 
dumping in the landfill at the present 


In Monday’s lengthy meeting of rate - $17 per ton. 


the Coffee County Commission, the 
discussion centered around the bud- 
get for the fiscal year 1994-95, 

Commissioners also talked about 
the roads, landfill, awarded bids on 
several items and handled some rou- 
tine business. 

At first, members of the commis- 
sion balked on approving the more 
than $8.6 million 1994-95 budget, 
bie later in the meeting it was adopt- 


Commissioner Bill Faulk ques- 
tioned why two items - funds for a 
new building for Mapping & Apprai- 
sal and radios for the two county 
coroners - were not included in the 
new budget. 

Several months ago, Revenue 
Commissioner Ronnie Burns came 
before the commission requesting a 
building to house valuable mapping 
& appraisal records and equipment. 
He was told that this was not possi- 
ble at the time due to the fact that “it 
was not in the budget.” 

Faulk suggested that $40,000 - an 
estimated figure supplied by Burns - 
be included in the new budget since 
the commission agreed that the facil- 
ity was needed to house the records. 

The records are presently being 
stored in the Farm Center (arena 
building), Faulk contends that not 
only would a new facility be a better 
place to store records, but that in the 
long run it would be cheaper. 

Relative to the other item in ques- 
tion, Faulk suggested that funding be 
included in the budget for police ra- 
dios for the two county coroners, 

After delaying the vote on the 
budget for a short time, the commis- 
sioners, after a lengthy discussion of 
the two items, later conditionally 
gave its approval, 

The two items were not included 
as budget items; however, commis- 
sioners agreed to provide funds for a 
mapping & appraisal storage facility 
when funds become available. 

On providing radios for the two 
coroners, the matter is to be looked 
into further. 

The new budget included an al- 
most 5 percent increase in salaries 
for county employees, Half of the in- 
crease is a cost-of-living raise while 
the remainder is a merit raise. All 
employees will receive the cost-of- 
living raise, but not all will get a 
merit increase, 

The two big items in the FY 
1994-95 budget were the General 
Fund at $2.99 million and the Land- 
fill Fund at $2.41 million. 

A recommendation by the landfill 
committee to increase tipping fees at 
the landfill were approved by the 
commission, 

The tipping fee for all contrac- 
tors, except those in Coffee County, 
will increase from $17 per ton lo 
$17.27 per ton, 

Non-contractual rates for out-of- 
county users of the landfill will in- 
crease from $22 per ton to $23.50. 


The minimum fee for individuals 
(in-county) using the landfill was 
lowered from $4 to $2.50 on garbage 
weighing in at less than a ton. 

All new rates will become effec- 
tive on October 1, 1994. 

Two county residents addressed 
the commission on “road problems” 
- one with rs and one concern- 
ing road maintenance, 

Marge Farmer presented the com- 
missioners with a petition signed by 
the residents living in the 200 block 
of Yellowleaf Drive in Enterprise. 

Ms. Farmer requested that “‘speed 
bumps” be installed on the street. 

“We have 31 minor children in 
the 200 block of Yellowleaf Drive 
alone,” said Farmer. “Speeders are 
creating a danger. We want the 
speed limit [25 m.p.h.] obeyed!” 

Both County Engineer Mark Pool 
and County Attomey Kenneth Fuller 
explained to Ms, Farmer and mem- 
bers of the commission that the in- 
stallation of “speed bumps” would 
not be possible. 

Pool stated that “speed bumps” 
are not approved traffic control de- 
vices and are not included in the 
state’s Uniform Traffic Control De- 
vices manual, 

According to Fuller, “there is a 
question of liability concerning 
‘speed bumps’ and the installation of 
such devices could cause problems.” 

After a short discussion, Commis- 
sion Chairman Lawrence Creel as- 
sured Ms, Farmer that police (the 
area is within the police jurisdiction 
of the City of Enterprise) would be 
contacted and a request for more 
speeding enforcement would 
made, 


Mike Estes questioned why Co. 
Rd. 731 was not being maintained 
(graded) all the way to the end of the 
road. 

Pool explained that the road was 
being graded - according to the mo- 
tor grader operator - the same as it 
has been for the past 20 years. 

During the discussion, it was de- 
termined that a problem existed be- 
tween Mr. Estes and a neighbor that 
in no way concerned the commis- 
sion. No further action concerning 
the road was taken by the commis- 
sioners. 

Several bids were awarded during 
the commission meeting. F & W 
Construction Company of Ozark was 
the low bidder on the installation of 
a one-span pre-cast concrete bridge. 
Their bid was $21,000.00. 

Receiving the contract to supply 
the county highway department with 
crushed stone was Southeast Materi- 
als of Birmingham. 

The commission elected to go 
with state bid prices on primer and 
CRS-2 emulsified asphalt. Those 
prices are .6695¢ per gallon and 
.4091¢ per gallon, respectively. 

Choctaw Incorporated was low 
bidder at $20,024 per panel on sup- 
plying the count with pre-cast con- 
crete panels. 

The bid for seeding/fertilizing/ 
spreading was awarded to Coffee 
County Co-Op in Elba and The Farm 
Store in New Brockton, 

In the general business session of 
the meeting, Commissioner Bernest 
Brooks commented that Coffee 
County should look into the possibil- 
ity of becoming more competitive in 
employees salaries and wages. 

“We are prowdlng an employce 
training facility or proving ground

The weekly Federal Times did a feature article in their September 26th 
edition on “Which Bases Will Close?” Of course the article had to be 
speculation, but noted that more than 200 installations could end up on the 
Closure Commission's 1995 list. The hit list is due on Defense Secretary 
Perry’s desk, from the respecuive services, by January Ist. He must give it 
to the commission by March Ist and it will hit President Clinton’s desk by 
July Ist. After reading the article and the type installations predicted to be 
closed, there is room for concern locally. The list includes at least one 
Navy shipyard, one or more Air Force logistics centers, two Army divi- 
sion headquarters, half the military’s research and development labs, 
Army ammunition storage depots and Defense Logistics Agency distribu- 

tion depots. Some mighty big Air Force bases are being mentioned for 
closing and the rumble ai any one of them will be felt across the nation. 

One rumored for closure employs over 16,000 civilians in addition to the 

military personnel. Even Eglin Air Force Base could be affected if some 

West Coast lawmakers get their way. Arizona, for example, has offered to 

spend $42 million to improve runways at endangered Davis-Monthan” 
AFB. Moving aircraft testing to the desert from Eglin would be felt to 

some degree by all of us. Army wise, Ft. Rucker, which is not. completely 

safe from the downsizing, could profit, at the expense of others, if initial 

naval helicopter training is finally combined with Army.

REMEMBERIN« 
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In days gone by, a few miles 
meant a lot when traveling by foot 
power. It might be human or animal, 
but it was not fast. That is the reason 
that at one time there .were two 
bridges below Elba on Pea River. 
You now have to go all the way to 
Ballard’s Bridge to get to the first 
one and that is about 15 miles away. 

It is interesting to know some- 
thing of the way these bridges were 
erected, They were probably built in 
the late 1800's, There was plenty of 
the long leaf yellow pine that was 
great for bridges because it was so 
dense, heavy and water proof. It was 
also straight and large enough to be 
sawed into huge timbers and long 
also. These large trees were referred 
to as good bridge timber trees. 

The first bridge was this side of 
the Pea River Dam. It was about 3 
miles down the river, but on the 
East side you had to go about 6 
miles to get to it. The road to the 
Rainer Bridge was just this side of 
New Haven Baptist Church. That 
road went across the bridge and 
came out on the Kinston road inside 
of what is now Elba city limits. It is 
about 3 miles from the Court 
Square. I think that was called the 
Free Place at one time. I recall a 
very small country store near where 
it came into the road. 

When Billy Perdue, Shorty Mar- 
tin and other friends in our youth 
were down the river some of the pil- 
ings were still there. 

In those days the machinery was 
steam powered. Compared to our 
modern compact machines it is diffi- 
cult to image these huge, bulky, 
lumbering Goliaths that were the 
only thing available. These were 
used for pile drivers. They pounded 
these pilings into the ground deep 
enough to keep the water and ap- 
proaches safe. These huge machines 
had a long boom with a cable at- 
tached to a real heavy weight. A slip 
collar went over and up above the 
pilings. The cylinder wound the 
cable up to pull the weight up high. 
The operator released the weight to 
drive the piling to the desired depth. 


This same machine could be used 
‘as a drag line. A cable was attached 
to a large metal bucket. The opera- 
tor swung the bucket out into the 
dirt to be moved and it was pulled 
back in with another cable and lifted 
to the desifed location. A cable was 
pulled from the bottom of the buck- 
et to release the dirt collected. It was 
clumsy and bulky--but it worked. 
Compared to a small machine that 
now has a front end loader on one 
end and a back hoe on the other it 
shows us the progress that has been 
made. 

Nobody is living today that 
knows about these bridges. Thanks 
to my inquiring nature and retentive 
mind, I do know a good deal about 
them

It was bound to happen. The American troops in Haiti were involved in an 
exchange of gunfire during the weekend. This time no American life was 


lost, but at least ten Haitians died from American gunfire, Of course there 
was immediate reaction from those politicians being disposed by the U. S. 
action and it was negative. This was to be expected, The real problem will 
begin when the general public begins to distrust the Americans and react 
as they did several months ayo in Somolia. Hopefully our military leaders 
learned from those events and are working to preventing a reoccurrence, 


The weekly Federal Times did a feature article in their September 26th 
edition on “Which Bases Will Close?” Of course the article had to be 
Speculation, but noted that more than 200 installations could end up on the 
Closure Commission's 1995 list. The hit list is due on Defense Secretary 
Perry's desk, from the respective services, by January Ist. He must five it 
to the commission by March Ist and it will hit President Clinton's desk b 

July Ist. After reading the article and the type installations predicted to be 
closed, there is room for concern locally. The list includes at least one 
Navy shipyard, one or more Air Force logistics centers, two Army divi- 
sion headquarters, half the military’s research and development labs, 
Army ammunition Storage depots and Defense Logistics Agency distribu- 
ion depots. Some mighty big Air Force bases are being mentioned for 
closing and the rumble at any one of them will be felt across the nation, 
One rumored for closure employs over 16,000 civilians in addition to the 
military personnel. Eyen Eglin Air Force Base could be affected if some 
West Coast lawmakers gel their way. Arizona, for example, has offered to 
spend $42 million to improve runways at endangered Davis-Monthan 
AFB. Moving aircraft testing to the desert from Eglin would be felt to 
some degree by all of us. Army wise, Ft. Rucker, which is not completely 
saic from the downsizing, could profit, at the expense of others, if initial 
naval helicopter training is finally combined with Army. 


A number of people have asked about Police Chief Jack Parker since the 
printed report about his leave of absence to have some surgery. We had 
been hearing that the surgery went well but last week got the news 
Straight. Jack’s wife, Betty, was stopped in the bank along about the end of 
the week and she reaffirmed that Chief Jack was doing well. Betty admit- 
ted that as the notion strikes them during his recouping time they spend 
time in either their Elba home or the one “on the mountain” near Mont- 
gomery. This last statement was happily verified - after the article had 
been written carly Monday - when Chief Parker walked into the city coun- 
cil meeting Monday evening,

power, It might be human or animal 
but it was not fast. That is the reason 
that at one time there were two 
bridges below Elba on Pea River 
You now have to go all the way to 
Ballard’s Bridge to get to the first 
one and that is about 15 miles away. 

lt is interesting to know some- 
thing of the w ay these bridges were 
erected. They were probably built in 
the late 1800's. There was plenty of 
the long leaf yellow pine that was 
great for bridges because it was so 
dense, heavy and water proof. It was 
also straight and large cnough to be 
sawed into huge timbers and long 
also. These large trees were referred 
to as good bridge timber trees 

The first bridge was this side of 
the Pea River Dam. It was about 3 
miles down the river, but on the 
East side you had to go about 6 
miles to get to it. The road to the 
Rainer Bridge was just this side of 
New Haven Baptist Church. That 
road went across the bridge and 
came out on the Kinston road inside 
of what is now Elba city limits. It is 
about 3 miles from the Court 
Square. I think that was called the 
Free Place at one time. I recall a 
very small country store near where 
it came into the road, 

When Billy Perdue, Shorty Mar- 
tin and other friends in our youth 
were down the river some of the pil- 
ings were still there. 

In those days the machinery was 
Steam powered. Compared to our 
modern compact machines it is diffi- 
cult to image these huge, bulky, 
lumbering Goliaths that were the 
only thing available. These were 
used for pile drivers. They pounded 
these pilings into the ground deep 
enough to keep the water and ap- 
proaches safe. These huge machines 
had a long boom with a cable at- 
tached to a real heavy weight. A slip 
collar went over and up above the 
pilings. The cylinder wound the 
cable up to pull the weight up high. 
The operator released the weight to 
drive the piling to the desired depth. 


This same machine could be used 
as a drag line. A cable was attached 
to a large metal bucket. The opera- 
tor swung the bucket out into the 
dirt to be moved and it was pulled 
back in with another cable and lifted 
to the desifed location. A cable was 
pulled from the bottom of the buck- 
et to release the dirt collected. It was 
clumsy and bulky--but it worked. 
Compared to a small machine that 
now has a front end loader on one 
end and a back hoe on the other it 
shows us the progress that has been 
made.

on reverses and Che Vaughan easily spotted open receivers. The key to 
the first half success was the improved play of the offensive line, which

Elba & Daleville to renew heated rivalry 


Back prior to the beginning of the 
1994 football season many area fans 
circled the date Sept.30 on their cal- 
endars, It had nothing to do with any 
college football game, it was the 
date the Elba Tigers would travel to 
Daleville to resume their rivalry with 
the Daleville Warhawks. 

After all, the Tigers had won two 
state 3A championships in the past 
five years under Coach Mack Wood 
and were expecting to make another 
state title run, while Coach Perry 
Swindall’s Warhawks had won the 
4A state title in ‘92 and finished as 
the runner-up in ‘93, and were also 
looking to add another title in ‘94, 

The high expectations for the ‘94 
season have long since dimmed, as 
Elba will enter the game at 0-4 and 
Daleville will come into the clash at 
2-2. The rivalry is as heated as ever; 
however, and the action on the field 
should be as fierce as expected, as 
two teams badly needing a win tan- 
gle in week #5, 

Elba looked like the Tigers of old 
for two quarters last week and led 
5A Opp 14-3 at halftime, but the Ti- 
gers failed to add any points to their 
total in the second half, and watched 
as Opp rallied to claim a 16-14 win, 

“The players all played hard 
against Opp,” said Elba's Coach 
Mack Wood, “I was proud of the 
way the kids played on both offense 
and defense, especially in the first 
half. Opp has a fine football team 
and we outplayed them for two quar- 
ters. We could have done beter in 
the second half and won the football 
game, but close doesn’t count, I am 
proud of the effort, but disappointed 
with the outcome, as I’m sure the 
players are,” 

ailback Chris Tyson had _ his 
third 100-yard game of the season in 
the loss and upped his season totals 
to 497 yards in 87 carries, while full- 


back Detrick Kyles ran hard inside 
and moved his season stats to 143 
yards in 28 carries. 

Che Vaughan returned to quar- 
terback after a bout with an illness 
and had a big first half passing, hit- 
ling on 4 of 6 passes. Vaughan was 
far from being at full speed, after 
losing weight with his illness, but 
did show promise running and pass- 
ing. 

The Elba defense played perhaps 
its best two quarters of the season in 
the first half against the Bobcats, 
holding the powerful Opp offense to 
only 68 yards in total offense. Line- 
backers Mott Barnes and Rudy Free 
both had big games in the loss, while 
linemen Todd Hooks and Daniel 
Kidd, along with defensive-back 
Chris Tyson, also turned in stellar 
performances, 

There is no such thing as a “moral 
victory” at a school with such a rich 
winning tradition, but the Tigers did 
show improvement for the second 
straight week and could be just one 
win away from being the team many 
expected, 

The Daleville Warhawks opened 
the season with a narrow 21-13 win 
over 2A Brantley and then squeezed 
past 5A Eufaula 24-21, and despite 
the slim margin of victories, Dale- 
ville fans were convinced their team 
would gain momentum and pile up 
the wins, The opposite has been the 
case; however, as the Warhawks 
have dropped two straight losses to 
W.S. Neal 18-10 and Seminole 
County (GA.)

ORDINANCE ESTABLISHING 
NIGHTTIME CURFEW FOR MINORS 
SECTION ONE. Curfew for minors - 
Definitions ; 

(a.) “City” is the City of Elba, Coffee 
County, Alabama, with administrative of- 
fices at 200 Buford Street, Elba, Alabama 
36323, 

(b.) Minor/Juvenile is any person 

seventeen (17) years of age or young- 

er and not emancipated, ; 

(c.) Parent is any person having le- 

gal custody ofa minor: _ 

1) As a natural adoptive; 
{3} As a legal guardian; . 
(3) As a person who stands in loco 
parentis; or 
(4) As a person to whom legal cus- 
tody has been given by an or- 
der of court. 

(d.) Street is a way or place, of what- 
soever nature, open to the use of the pub- 
lic as a matter of right for purposes of ve- 
hicular travel or in the case of a sidewalk 
thereof for pedestrian travel. The term 
street includes me legal Henobway, in- 
cluding but not limited to cartway or 
traffic lanes, the curb, the sidewalks 
whether paved or unpaved, and any 
grass plots or other grounds found within 
the legal right-of-way of a street. The term 
street applies irrespective of what it is 
called or formally named, whether alley, 
avenue, court, road or otherwise. ;

stances set out in (1) through (6) of said 
subsection a) 

SECTION EE. Police Procedures. 

A police officer of the city, upon finding 
or having attention called to any minor on 
the streets in violation of the curfew or- 
dinance, normally shall take the minor to 
the police station, where a parent shall 
immediately be notified to come for such 
minor, whereupon he/she shall be qués- 
tioned. This is intended to permit as- 
certainment, upon constitutional safe- 
guards, of relevant facts, and to centralize 
responsibility in the supervisor there and 
then on duty for accurate, effective, fair, 
impartial and uniform enforcement, and 
recording, thus making available ex- 
perienced supervisory personnel, the bast 
of facilities and access to information and 
records. In the absence of convincing ev- 
idence such as a birth certificate or driv- 
ers license, a policeman on the street 
shall in the first instance use his best 
judgement in determining age. 

(1) Police procedures shall constant- 
ly be refined in the light of experience and 
may provide, inter alia, that the policeman 
may deliver to a parent thereof a minor 
under appropriate circumstances, for ex- 
ample a minor of tender age near home 
whose identity and address may readily 
be ascertained or are known. f 

(?) In any event, such policeman 
Shall within twenty-four et) hours file a 
written report with the chief af police, or 
shall participate to the extent of the in- 
formation for which he is peponsibie in 
the preparation by himself an the super- 
visor involved in such case, and in the fil- 
ing, of such report within twenty-four (24) 
ours, 

(3) When a_ parent, immediately 
called has come to take charge of the mi- 
nor, and the appropriate information has 
been recorded, the minor shall be re- 
leased to the custody of such parent. If 
the parent cannot be located, or fails to 
take charge of the minor, then the minor 
shall be released to the juvenile author- 
ities, except to the extent that in ac- 
cordance with police regulations, ap- 
proved in advance by juvenile authorities 
“the minor may temporarily be entrusted to 
a relative, neighbor or other person who 
will on behalf of a parent assume the re- 
sponsibility of caring for the minor pend- 
ing the availability or arrival of a parent. 

(4) In the case of a first violation bya 
minor, the chief of police shall, by certified 
mail, send to a parent written notice of 
said violation with a warning that any sub- 
sequent violation will result in full enforce- 
ment of the curfew ordinance, including 
enforcement of parental responsibility and 
of applicable penalties.
